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One of the things I most admire about the Beatles is the way they have never been afraid 
to try new things. No matter how different or strange a philosophy or an idea may be, they are 
always prepared to look at it, think about it and, indeed, do something about it. All the reports 
from India and particularly Mal and Neil's special feature on their visit to the Maharashi"s 
Meditation Centre in this issue, shows how they entered completely and wholeheartedly into 
everything. 

The Beatles are now truly international. Before 1964, no English recording artist had ever 
succeeded in making a really big impact on the other side of the Atlantic. But, storming the 

| States was only the first of many conquests, Although all the others which followed, including 
Japan and the Philippines, were basically modern countries in the Western ideal. 

Now the Beatles have crossed the previously almost impenetrable barrier between the 
| backward East and the modern West and formed a link with the teeming millions of India, 
Just think, if all their new Indian fans could afford to buy each new Beatles’ single, their world 

sales would probably double overnight. But, unfortunately, most of them are far too poor. 
If the Beatles can help to improve the lot of just a few, then their new outlook will have been 
very worthwhile indeed. 

All the Beatles, of course, had to leave before the end of the meditation session, Ringo 
has already given a full account of his reasons, but why did Paul and Jane not stay until the 
very end? Well, we do not know the full answer, but close friends of Paul and Jane have all 
been very busy recently looking at wedding presents and assuring me that it could happen at 
any moment. So, whether they do or they don’t, or will have done by the time you are reading 
this, I still thought it would be nice if we put Jane and Paul on the front of this issue, The very 
first time, incidentally, that any of the Beatles’ wives or girl-friends have appeared on the 
front of the Bearles’ magazine. 

Bot Paul also returned to watch over the affairs of all the Apple companies. As we told 
you last month, the Beatles are determined to help new talent in many fields. Like any other 
business organisation, Apple is having its teething troubles, and Paul’s steady managing 
directoral hand was needed at the helm. j

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MAL EVANS begins his own two-part story covering THE BEATLES’ 
visit to Maharishi's Academy of Meditation in India. 


Miharishi’s Academy of Transcendental 

Meditation is situated on a big 
fiat ledge, like a giant-sized shelf, 150 feet 
above the River Ganges. The views from 
this Ashram (that's the name given by the 
Indians to any holy place, anywhere where 
people come to study and meditate) are 
wonderful. You look out over the river, 
across ta the town of Rishikesh and the 
plains beyond. There are mountains on the 
other three sides and jungle all about. 
Colourful peacocks strut about; you see a 
monkey or two at every glance, staring 
down at you from almost every branch of 
the trees. 


GOOD ACCOMMODATION 

Having heard a mixture of strange stories 
about the place, I think we all half-expected 
to find ourselves living in tents with card- 
board boxes for seats and tables. Honestly, 
we had a very pleasant surprise when we 
saw the high standard of the accommoda- 
tion. 
. We lived in one of six little cottages. It 
had been luxuriously done oul. Each of our 
rooms was neatly furnished, cach with twin 
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George mnust have experimented with almost every Indian instrament there is by naw. Here fe plays 


beds, new rugs on walls and floors, dressing- 
tables, shelves and cupboards, bathroom 
with toilet and shower facilities. The water 
supply broke down from time to time, but 
when there WAS water we had a choice of 
hot or cold. Surprise, surprise! Not a 
single creepy-crawly thing in sight! So 
much for all the soft rumours we'd heard 
before we set off! 

For me the trip began early. On Wednes- 
day, February 14, I picked up bundles of 
advance luggage from Weybridge and 
Esher, suitcases, guitars and trunks belong- 
ing to George and Pattie, her sister Jenny, 
and John and Cyn. Then I caught Qantas 
fight 754 for Delhi, leaving London at 
3,30 in the afternoon. The idea was for me 
to arrive a day ahead so that I could organ- 
is¢ transport at the other end from Delhi 
to Rishikesh, At London Airport I had to 
pay £195 19s. 6d. in excess baggage charges! 
So you can tell how much stuff [ was taking 
out on behalf of the Lennons and Har- 
risons | 

In Delhi on the Thursday one of my first 
jobs was to buy George a new sitar. | 
knew where to go—the same shop George 


had been to on his previous visits. The 
whole window was full of photographs of 
George, pictures of him with the shop- 
owner and notices showing the type of sitar 
he'd bought there last time. 


MIA GREETING 

At 8.15 a.m. on Friday morning George, 
John, Pattie, Cyn and Jenny flew in. There 
to meet them and say “Hello” was 
Mia Farrow, I'd already introduced my- 
self to her back at the hotel and found out 
that her brother, Johnny, was due to fly in 
about the same time as the two Beatles. 

Getting away from the airport wasn’t 
too difficult because the Press people were 
quite polite and didn’t try to detain anyone 
too long. Travelling from London with 
John and George were two reporters— 
Robin Turner of the Daily Express and 
Don Short of the Daily Mirror, Don and 
Robin told me that George and John had 
convinced them on the ‘plane, just by 
chatting, of the value of meditation. 


All aboard a fleet of three cars—and off 
to Rishikesh! 

The country is very flat between Delhi and 
Rishikesh, about 13) miles. We stopped at 
a Western-style hotel/restaurant situated in 
the middle of nowhere and known as 
Polaris. There we had a lunch of ege and 
chips. Not many Europeans there so we 
caused quite a stir! 

Our arrival was perfect with the Maharishi 
there to greet us with kind words and tea. 
Most welcome! 


READY FOR BED 

After a 20-hour flight from London (five 
hours’ time difference) plus the extra hours 
on the road, the travellers were ready for 
bed, 

Qur days at Maharishi’s Ashram began 
early, As a rule John was first out of bed. 
He'd spend a while meditating and | 
would accompany him to breakfast around 
seven, Oelock. We would leave the little 
row of cottages, walk down towards the

The alternative was a covered and fully 
heated hall to have meals in if the weather 
Wast'L So Wart. 


JUNGLE VILLAGE 
The buildings are all stone-built with 
electricity brought in by lines across the 
Ganges. All this in the middle of a jungle! 
Fantastic! 
In many ways the food was quite like 
anything you'd get in a typical European 


‘hotel, with very cheerful waiters to serve it, 


Breakfast would start with cornflakes, 
puffed wheat or porridge. The porridge was 
to be avoided because it tended to be a bit 
lumpy. To drink there was fruit juice, tea

and coffer. With it there was toast and 
marmalade or jam. Everything was made 
locally, T remember how funny it looked to 
find jars and bottles with labels which looked 
identical in every detail to a top British 
brand—except for the maker's name, a local 
Indian company. 

After breakfast we'd meditate for as long 
as we wanted. There were no hard and fast 
rules, everything was free and easy, no 
schedule or timetable to be stuck to. Any- 
one who just wanted to sleep round the 
clack could dasa! 

Breakfast was there whenever one wanted 
it, from seven ta about 11. 

For lunch and dinner we'd get soup and 
then a vegetarian main course, Plenty of 
tomato and lettuce salads, turnips, carrots, 
and so forth. Rice and potatoes to ac- 
company. The food was fine. The vegetarian 
diet satished John and George who gave up 
eating meat a long time ago. Although I’m 
fond of my meat | found the Maharishi's

menu a pleasant change. When Ringo 
arrived later he found some of the curry 
dishes a bit hot, too many spices. When I 
went into Delhi again I collected a good 
supply of eezs so that we would have plenty 
of alternatives—fried eggs, boiled epgs, 
poached eps! 

We were surprised to find that the 
mountain water could be used straight from 
the tap for drinking. At first we boiled it all 
to be on the safe side, but we discovered 
from other people that this was not neces- 
sary as perms didn’t seem to breed in the 
water supply, 


40 STAFF 

I suppose a total of about 40 people are 
employed at the Academy—including join- 
ers, 2 full-seale printing works, cooks and 
cleaning staff. The room service was 
marvellous. On my first day I unpacked 
dozens of shirts and other clothing and 
piled them up on shelves in my room, An 


hour later the lot had disappeared, The 
same evening they were back, all freshly 
washed and pressed. And I hadn't even 
asked. Everything was done just as wil- 
lingly, and with a smile, too. The friendly 
atmosphere made us all relax. 

EXT 
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The Maharishi never appeared at meals 
to eat with his students. He stayed in his 
own bungalow at these times. We were 
three weeks behind the rest of the meditators 
60 he used to give us extra lessons, extra 
lectures, in the afternoons. We'd all sit in 
the open air, sometimes on chairs on the 
prass and sometimes on the flat sun roof. 
When it was cooler we'd join him in his 
bungalow, sitting round on cushions. I 
could never cross my legs comfortably so 
there was always this big thing about pro- 
viding me with my own special chair for 
these sessions!

of our bedrooms. One night I thought my 
meditating was reaching a very special new 
depth, I could see flashing lights around me 
in the darkness although my eyes were 
closed. THEN, when I opened one eye to 
peep, I realised I'd been fooled. One of 
Maharishi’s closest disciples, a very friend- 
ly young fellow named Raghvendra, was 
flashing a torch at me through the window. 
He'd read the PLEASE DO NOT DIS- 
TURB sign on my door and thought this 
would be the most polite way of drawing 
my attention! 

As you will remember, the rest of our 
party arrived a little later. The second ar- 
rival—for Ringo and Maureen, Paul and 
Jane, drew much more Press attention. 
Everyone was filmed as they came offi the 
‘plane. Raghvendra and I placed garlands 
of red and yellow flowers around the necks 
of the newcomers, a traditional token of 
greeting and welcome, 

When he got the chance Ringo told me 
he needed a doctor. It wasn’t anything 








serious but his injections were giving him 
trouble, his arm was swollen and painful 
and he thought it best to see if any treat- 
ment was required. 

Our driver lost his way and led us to a 
dead-end in the middle of a field. The Press 
came to our rescue—a whole stream of 
cars had been following us! In the end we 
accepted the directions of some helpful 
reporters and found a hospital. We paid a 
doctor about 11 shillings and he assured 
Ringo all would be well without treatment. 
And it was. He felt fine again after his first 
night's sleep in Rishikesh.

was talking about the self-same thing... 


Mr. Shenson told us back in 1%66: “The 
next film is so important because all succeed- 
ing movies will be affected if it's no good. 
And the boys themselves don't want to be 
astoclated with anything less than the very 
best.” At that stage, he'd seen about 40 
finished scripts—all specially written for 
the Beatles, but none got cons ap- 
proval. They'd had synopses from fans, from 
experienced journalists, fram dozens of dif- 
ferent sources. They'd even called in star 
writers and “grilled” them about possible 
ideas running around in their minds! 

Time marches on... and it's very much 
the same position now, two years later. In 
1966, the best-bet story-line for a film was 
Richard Condon’s Western yarn “A Talent 
For Loving’... and apparently nobody's 
come up with anything better since. That 
one just missed out because the boys felt it 
was a mistake to go into a Western setting. 

But if the film scene was quiet, two years 
ago, Beatlemania grabbed hold of large areas 
of the United States. Grabbed held and 
wouldn't let go. For instance, when tickets 
fot thelr upcoming concert at the Shea 
Stadium in New York went on sale, there 
were 7,000 fans already in line—and it took 
ten police cars and dozens of men to main- 
tain order. In no time, all 56,000 tickets were 
sald! 

Oh yes, Nancy Sinatra bowed rae 
into Londen during the May of 1968 and 
revealed that her father was a Beatle addict. 
And she also said, in rather hushed tones, 
that she'd recorded “Day Tripper” for a

forthcoming album and that she'd had to 
change a couple of lines to make it suit a 
girl singer. She added: “| de hope that Paul 
and John won't mind — | feel like I've taken 
a liberty with a real work of art!” 

One of the pop papers came out with a 
bit of news-digging that caused a shudder to 
hie the backbones of a million Beatle fans. 
What had happened was this. Four years 
ago, in 1964, an American woman made two 
predictions: one, that President Kennedy 
would be assassinated; and two, that the 
Beatles would be involved in a terrible air- 
crash on a flight to Indianapolis. 


BEATLES’ PLANE 


Well, we all know that the second part 
of the prediction didn’t come true. BUT 
.,. two years later that same ‘plane thar 
had carried the Beatles DID crash, in 
Oklahoma, and some 80 soldiers aboard were 
killed. The Beatles had used the very same 
aircraft to carry them and their party to an 
Arkansas ranch during a short holiday break 
away from the rigours of touring. 

But back co May, 1966. While the Beatles 
carried on working on thelr new LP, 
scheduled for mid-summer release, manager 
Brian Epstein was travelling all over the 
world accepting awards on behalf of his 
“bows”. There were two from a magazine 
in Denmark .. . for writing the “Best 
Foreign aad: which was “Michelle”, and 
for being the “Most Popular Foreign Group”. 

Maybe the most important award was for 
selling a million copies of singles in Den- 





mark... for this one, the record company, 
EMl, had a special Gold Dise made for 
presentation to Brian — in recognition of 
his work in guiding the boys to the top. 
But the astonishing thing about selling a 
million records in Denmark is simply Hae 
there are only four million people living in 
the whole country. 

As “Paperback Writer” came out, there 
were the usual carps about there having 
been too long a gap between it and “Day 
Tripper”. The boys tended to agree, but 
pointed out that they were taking longer 
and longer In the studios ... “we'd rather 
wait and be absolutely sure we're right”, 
said Paul, who actually dreamed up the 
original idea for “Paperback Writer", help- 
ed along by some John Lennon lines. 

Some of you might like to do a spot of 
reminiscing about records which were in 
the charts — discs inevitably lowered in the 
list whenever a Beatle disc came out. Well, 
as “Paperback Writer hit the shops, 
Manfred Mann was on top with “Pretty 
Flamingo", the Beach Boys had ‘Sloop 
John B", the Troggs had launched them- 
Selves successfully with “Wild Thing", 
The Lovin’ Spoonful inaugurated good-time 
music with “Daydream”, and the Rolling 
Stones were doing nicely with “Paint It 
Black". And exactly 20 of the top 30 were 
British artists or groups! 


CAMPING OUT 


We spent alot of time with Ringo during 
this particular month and he told us some 
hair-raising stories about fans camping 
out on the lawns at his home in Weybridge. 
seems he and Maureen occasionally went up 
to London to look around the latest clubs 
and were usually driven home around 4.30 
in the morning... but only on the days 
when Ringo wasn't required in the record- 
ing studios, And almost on every occasion, 
they found fans actually sleeping among the 
shrubbery in the front garden. May nights 
were mot exactly summery, and it worried 
Ringo a lot. He told us: “One time there 
were about seven of them there and I had to 
go over, wake them up and suggest politely 
that they would be much more comfortable 
at home. Even they looked surprised when | 
told them what the time was.” 

Around this time, too, a parson, “station- 





ed” in Birmingham, praised the Beatles for 
bringing “dignity’ te the pop-music world 
which, he felt, was giving out too many bad 
influences. Certainly this was a time of high 
controversy for groups like the Rolling 
Stones (who hit headlines galore), the 
Who (who apparently had a punch-up on 
stage), and furious rows over billing that 
hic some of the other top-line outfits. 
“The Beatles may have been harum-scarum 
lads in the days before they found stardom", 
wrote the clergyman, “but they have since 
invested popular music with an innate sense 
of dignity, charm and tolerance.” 

Wrell, that was nice of the gentleman, 
but Paul McCartney said at the time that he 
felt the Beatles were simply themselves .. . 
“just human-beings who have all the weak- 
nesses of any human-being, It’s nice to know 
we're not giving offence, but really we'd 
much rather hear nice things about how our 
music is progressing.” 

And, of course, this was the time when 
everybody was locking for someting really 
progressive in the group scene. The Beatles 
never consciously sat down and sald: “We 
must do something really different’. It 
just evolved. There were the odd sounds of 
the Moodie Blues, the feedback technique of 
the Who, and all sorts of Oriental instru- 
ments being used on pop records of this 
time. The Beatles’ way of working, how- 
ever, Was to settle down and take an original 
melody and “just play around” until a firm 
arrangement suggested itself. Sure, they ex= 
perimented . . . for Instance, one George 
Harrison guitar solo came up sounding 
startlingly different simply because he played 
it “straight”, then had the tape reversed. 

When they weren't experimenting in the 
studios, the boys loaned around in some 
very odd filmed situations. These were shot 
in colour and black-and-white for Brian 
Epstein’s Subafilms company, and were for 
inclusion in American television shows, 
But they provided the boys with a welcome 
chance to work out their ad-lib sense of 
humour. 

One of them was the re-creation of an 
actual recording session. Needless to say it 
was a pas! More about that next month.

THE BEATLES 
LEAD NOW 


VERY country and sphere of activity 
E has its leaders. The important people 
who start things going and show the 

way for cveryone else to follow, 

The Beatles are now, without doubt, the 
unchallenged leaders of pop music and, 
for that matter, most forward-thinking 
members of the new generation. 

Their influence already has been con- 
siderable. Basically, they are anti those 
things which stop progress, like stuffiness, 
pomposity, and pig-headedness. Against the 
whole attitude of some older people which 
can be summed up under the heading, 
“Do whatwe tell you because we know best”. 

In practical terms, the boys try and get 
things done without going through the 
normal invelved complexities and red tape 
that can slow any new idea down to a 
snail’s pace. 


Many other pop stars and film personali- 
tres feel the same way and they are all trying 
to do everything they can to promote the 
Beatles’ ideas. Just look at the galaxy of 
talent which joined them at the Maharashi’s 
Meditation Academy. 

And to those who say: “It’s all very well 
for top stars, who can afford to go thousands 
of miles to the rarified atmosphere of the 
Indian mountains, but what does it mean 
for me?” The answer is quite simply, that 
the Beatles and the other top stars are doing 
their level best to help new talent to emerge. 
They are putting effort and money into new 
enterprises so that many young hopefuls 
who have the ability to become top stars 
but, at the moment, no opportunity to do 
sO, Will be able to get a chance to show what 
they can do. Why do the Beatles bother? 
The answer is that John, George, Ringo 
and Paul remember their early struggles 
very well, when it seemed as though they 
were fever poing to break through the 
barriers which were preventing them from 
climbing the ladder to stardom. And they 
hate to see talent go to waste.
